AGRICULTURAL. 


ROOTS AND BUITEE.—Where turnips are 


fed after milking, care must be taken to pre- 
vent the cow from getting them between 
meals. Sometimes a piece or two will get 
covered up with bay so that tho animal will 
fail to find it at tho time of tho main feed- 
ing,but will get hold of it a few hours later. 
Now a very little piece is enough to flavor 
tho milk, and if this piece is eaten only two 
or three hours or even only half an hour be- 
fore milking, it will surely. impart its flavor. 
Wo cannot, therefore,be too careful in feed- 
ing turnips and cabbages to cows in milk. 
Tho odor is quite volatile and escapes befoio 
the food circulates much in the system. If 
tho odor is already in the milk, scalding 
>yilldrivo it out. 


SOOT AS A GABDEN FEETILIZER.—Perhaps 


it mny not havo occurred to Bomo of our 
lady readers that the refuse soot of our 
chimneys ia one of tho most valuable stimu- 
lants and fertilizers they can have for their 
garden flowers.The following is an incident 
of practical experience from a lady contribu- 
tor; 
During two seasons •we nursed, fed 


and patted tho Hartford prolific grape vino 
—nsmuch for its shade over tho window ns 
for tho fruit—but it persisted in remaining 
a stunted cane, yellovr, 
and refusing to 


climb. Despairing of a shade of grapes and 
roses, we finally bathought ourselves of soot 
as ft manure, and forthwith made a "soot 
ten" by steeping n teacup of soot in a quart 
of water. This wo administered, two doseK 
each, to both tho tree and the vine. Tho 
vino grew BIX feet in hight in the space of 
six weeks; tho rosebush four feet in tho 
same length of time—both, therefore, re- 
joiced in living green, 


To OBTAIN i'nuir rnoii BAr.nc.s- TREES.— 


A correspondent of tho American Agri- 
culturist says in relation to obtaining fruit 
from barren trees— 


'I wish to describo to you a method of 


making fruit trees bear which I blundered 
upon. Some fifteen years ago I had a small 
apple tree that leaned considerably; so I 
drove a stake by it, tied n siring to a limb 
and fastened it to the stake.
